Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakayama (5,897,315). Nakayama discloses a dental unit capable of measuring a root 
canal length with a head section (Fig. 2, #4), a sleeve capable of rotation for holding a 
cutting tool (Fig. 2, 4a), and a neck section for attachment to a hand piece (Fig. 1, #3b). 
There is also a contact providing an electric connection with and capable of detachably 
contacting the cutting tool (Figs. 1 and 4, #6). The contact is made up of two rods on 
opposite side of the lead element which are can disengageably hold the cutting tool 
between them (Fig.4 #6). The contact connects with a contact holder assembly near 
the neck section that is able to slide with respect to the neck section (Column 6, lines 
59-62) and the holder has a lead attachment for connecting lead to contact and root 
canal measuring device (Figs. 2 and 4, #'s 27, 27b, 3e, 3f, 7f and 7 (Column 5, lines 4- 
8)). Nakayama also shows the lead attachment of the contact holder being^a hole 
through which the lead is connected, via contact pin and jack (Fig. 7A, #7f) 6
